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PREFATORY  NOTE 

This  index  undertakes  to  deal  only  with  the  printed  reports  of  administratiye 
officers,  legislative  committees,  and  special  commissions  of  the  states  and  with  governors* 
messages  for  the  period  since  1789.  It  does  not  refer  to  constitutions,  laws,  legislative 
proceedings  or  court  decisions,  except  in  so  far  as  they  happen  to  be  found  in  the  class 
of  documents  above  mentioned.  It  attempts,  on  the  other  hand,  to  furnish  a  list,  as 
complete  as  possible,  of  all  the  docimients  and  messages  which  fall  within  its  scope,  in 
whatever  form  they  may  have  been  published,  whether  separately,  in  collected  docu- 
ments, legislative  journals,  proceedings  and  documents  of  constitutional  conventions  or 
volumes  of  laws,  and  to  indicate  the  volmne  in  which  they  may  be  f  oimd.  Unless  other- 
wise indicated  the  material  indexed  is  in  the  New  York  Public  Library.  In  some  cases 
reference  is  made  to  reports  and  messages  prior  to  1789,  and  to  publications  other  than 
public  documents  which  it  was  felt  would  be  helpful  to  those  likely  to  use  the  index  but 
no  claim  to  completeness  is  made  except  in  the  case  of  the  docmnents  and  messages  since 
1789.  In  addition  to  furnishing  a  list  of  reports  and  messages,  the  index  imdertakes  to 
supply  a  reference  by  volume  and  page  to  all  material  of  economic  importance  which  they 
contain,  with  the  exception  of  that  contained  in  the  reports  of  bureaus  of  labor.  The 
reason  for  this  exception  is  that  these  reports  have  already  been  indexed  by  Carroll  D. 
Wright,  late  United  States  Commissioner  of  Labor,*  in  a  volmne  published  by  the 
Department  of  Labor  in  1902.  Although  the  index  is  confined  to  matter  of  economic 
bearing,  the  term  "  economic  ''  has  been  given  a  broad  interpretation.  In  view  of  this 
liberal  interpretation  it  is  believed  that  the  index  will  constitute  a  useful  addition  to 
the  resources  of  students  of  almost  any  aspect  of  American  history. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  present  index  differs  both  in  scope  and  character  from 
R.  R.  Bowker's  **  State  Publications,''  the  valuable  pioneer  work  in  this  field.  It  is 
narrower  in  scope  than  **  State  Publications  ''  which  aims  to  present  a  list  not  only  of 
reports  and  governors'  messages  but  of  all  state  documents;  but  in  the  field  which  the 
present  work  covers  it  contains  not  only  a  more  complete  list  of  docmnents  than  has 
hitherto  been  published  but  also  an  index  of  their  contents  in  so  far  as  these  have  an 
economic  bearing. 

Each  volume  is  divided  into  two  parts.  Part  I  contains  references  to  general 
sources  of  information  and  descriptive  matter  found  in  the  documents  and  to  general 
indexes  and  other  reference  material  relating  to  N.  Y.  state  documents.  Part  II  con- 
tains references  to  particular  series  of  reports,  and  particular  topics,  arranged  alpha- 
betically by  topics.   The  references  imder  each  topic  are  divided  into  two  groups,  viz.,

**  serial  "  and  "  non-serial."  Within  each  of  these  divisions  the  arrangement  is  chrono- 
logical. Anyone  desiring  information  on  any  pai-ticiilar  topic  will,  therefore,  look  for 
that  topic  in  its  al])habctical  order  in  Part  II.  Ximieroiis  cross-references  will,  it  is 
hoped,  make  it  possible  to  discover  with  little  difficulty  all  the  material  l^earing  on  that 
topic. 

Uniform  entry  words  for  subjects  recurring  in  different  states  will  be  retained 
throughout  the  series.  It  will  thus  be  possible  to  make  a  study  not  only  of  the  historical 
development  of  an  economi<*  subject  as  reflected  in  the  <lo<*innents  of  an  individual  state 
but  also  to  make  a  comparative  study  of  that  development  as  it  has  taken  place  in  the 
country  at  large.  To  accomplish  this  purpose  it  has  been  ne<'essary  to  make  the  selec- 
tion of  entry  words  without  reference  to  the  peculiarities  of  local  usage,  such  peculi- 
arities being  recognized  in  the  case  of  each  state  by  cross-references.  Unless  otherwise 
stated  the  size  of  the  books  is  octavo.  It  is  believed  that  the  abbreviations  used  are 
sufficiently  obvious,  or  familiar,  not  to  make  a  table  of  them  necessary. 

The  present  volume  is  confined  to  the  economic  material  contained  in  the  printed 
reports  of  administrative  officers,  legislative  committees  and  special  commissions  of  the 
State  of  Ne\v  York  and  in  the  messages  of  the  governors  of  that  state.  This  volimie 
has  been  preceded  by  similar  volumes  devoted  to  the  states  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire, 
and  Vermont,  and  will  l)e  followed  by  similar  volumes  devoted  to  other  states.  The 
work  when  completed,  will,  therefore,  furnish  an  index  to  the  economic  material  in  the 
reports  and  goveniora'  messages  of  all  the  states  of  the  Union. 

A  feature  introduced  in  the  New  York  part  of  this  index,  and  not  employed  in 
any  of  the  preceding  paiis,  is  the  system  of  references  to  topic  from  locality.  This 
feature  vdW  be  retained  in  succeeding  parts.  The  advantage,  particularly  in  a  state 
as  great,  both  geographically  and  economically,  as  New  York,  is  obvious.  By  locality 
is  meant  any  one  of  the  political  or  natural  divisions  of  the  state,  as  county,  town  or 
city,  see  for  instance  New^  York  City,  and  rivers,  lakes,  etc.,  see  for  instance  Hudson 
River.  References  from  the  names  of  foreign  countries  liave  also  been  made  where 
mention  has  been  found  of  any  phase  of  the  economic  activities  of  such  countries,  see 
for  instance  Austria. 


COLLECTED  DOCUMENTS. 


Although  it  is  certain  that  no  collected  documents  were  made  up  into  volumes  prior  to  those  four  volumes  of 
1830  entitled  Legislative  Documents,  earlier  numbered  Senate  and  Assembly  Documents  are  found.  The  Journals 
up  to  and  including  1829  are  folio  volumes,  and  from  1820,  contain,  in  the  body  of  the  text  as  well  as  in  the  appen- 
dices, those  reports  later  found  in  the  documents.  No  evidence  has  been  found  that  the  documents  contained  in  the 
appendices  to  the  folio  Journals,  although  these  are  in  meet  cases  lettered  or  numbered  consecutively,  were  sepa- 
rately printed  in  folio.  In  a  few  instances,  noted  in  their  proper  places  in  the  body  of  this  index,  octavo  reprints  of 
a  folio  appendix  were  made.  In  1829  the  documents  were  for  the  first  time  authorized  to  be  issued  in  octavo  form. 
This  change  was  made  pursuant  to  Senate  resolution  of  April  25,  1829  (Sen.  JoL  Jan.  1829:  516),  which  provided  that 
during  the  remainder  of  that  session  governor's  messages,  reports,  and  other  communications  made  to  the  Senate  or 
Assembly  should  be  printed  in  octavo  form.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  the  "  usual "  number,  L  e.  500  copies,  were  so 
printed.  The  Journals,  which  heretofore  had  been  folio  volumes,  were  also  issued  in  octavo  form  in  1830  and  ever 
after,  excepting  an  occasional  quarto  issue.  The  collation  given  below  of  the  collected  documents  does  not  show  extra 
or  special  sessions  of  the  legislature.  Proceedings  of  such  sessions  are,  as  a  rule,  contained  in  the  Journals  of  the 
next  preceding  regular  session.    The  following  list  is  intended  to  be  of  volumes  not  sessions. 

The  serial  numbers  assigned  to  the  following  volumes  begin  with  No.  28.  Numbers  1  to  27  are  for  the  Senate  and 
Assembly  Journals  of  the  first  twelve  sessions  after  assumption  of  statehood.  These  sessicms  covering  the  years 
from  1777  to  March,  1789,  antedate  the  period  covered  by  this  index.  One  number  has  been  allowed  for  each  Journal 
having  a  title  page.  Sometimes  Journals  may  be  found  bound  together  in  one  volume,  in  which  case  librarians  may 
affix  to  the  volume  the  serial  numbers  required  for  each  JoumaL 

These  serial  numbers  are  an  arbitrary  assignment  on  the  part  of  the  compiler  and  are  intended  to  serve  the  same 
purpose  which  make  the  serial  numbers  aiH)lied  to  federal  documents  useful  to  librarians. 

The  collected  documents  of  New  York  State  vary  from  those  of  most  other  states  in  that  they  carry  an  index  to 
all  the  volumes  of  a  session  in  each  volume  of  the  Assembly  and  Senate  documents  respectively.  This  index  first 
appeared  in  1841.    There  is  no  table  of  contents  of  the  volumes  at  any  time.

By  an  act  passed  Feb.  9,  1821,  the  legtslatnre  was 
authorised  to  appoint  three  canal  appraisers  for 
each  of  the  western  and  eastern  sections  of  the 
Brie  canal  and   three  for  the  Champlaln  caaaL 
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The  journals  of  the  legislatura  do  not  show  any 
apptmts.  under  this  law.  The  act  was  superseded 
by  one  passed  April  20,  1825,  directing  the  gorernor 
and  Senate  to  appoint  two  freeholdera  to  act  with 
any  one  of  the  canal  commissionera  as  appraisers. 
By  an  act  passed  Hay  10,  1836.  three  appralsera 
were  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor  and  Senate 
for  a  term  of  two  years.
